The elevation began slowly behind some 
old indurated mud lumps, and extended 
into ten and twslve feet water.

In this latitude, corn is kiiip, ami 
the hog is no second rate |»>wer in the 
realm. Hut what would this enormous 
rrop of either amount to, if the wants 
of the consumers of them were in the 
ratio to their BeeJlenJ There 
be consumers as well as produ- 
cers, and as the producer has the cost 
of trunsjHirtatioii to pay— that is, it is 
invariably deducted from the price 
awarded in thv leading markets of the 
world, does not the consideration of 
the (pift-tion of transportation Ismiuc 
tun- of the \ it-il importance to the pro- 
ducer? What, then, is the pr 
i-ourse to pursue. Shall we continue 
to pay the ii>st o( transportation, or 
shall we bring the consumer to the 
corn? Common sense says, eneourajre 
iiijiiiijrration. It says, create a market 
At home. It says, develop the min- 
eral resource- of your rcs|K-ctivc Slates. 
It says, utilize the products of the for- 
est and mine by manufacturing them. 
?t says, avoid transportation as much 
as jiossible, and J>rinj! the consumer 
and producer into closer proximity. 

The farmer is more interested in the 
development of manufactories than 
the professional man possibly can Ik-. 
The encouragement of local manufac- 
turing cnterpri:-es is the height of wis- 
dom, and the increased attention which 
tbe members of the farmers' organiza- 
tion are uhriag to the subject, nrgues 
Well for the future. There is not a 
town throughout any of the corn pro- 
ducing States that should not contain 
one or more factories devoted to some 
s|iecial industry for which the location 
is jicculiarlv situated. There is no 
reason why the woolen mills, founder- 
ies, tanneries, plow and wagon facto- 
ries, boot and shoe factories, fruit dry- 
ing and canning establishments and 
agricultural implement factories, 
thould nearly all lie concentrated in 
the large cities. The farming commu- 
nity, in order to Ik- pn»s]>ei'oiis, must 
have a good local market. The pa v - 
ing of freight on what they sell and 
what they buy, with one or two com- 
missions added thereto, makes it lively 
for every body but themselves. Such 
a policy i- a suicidal one, and the soon- 
er a contrary course U adopted the lwt- 
ter it will be for the farmer. There- 
fore, we say, as soon as the work of or- 
ganization is formally completed, set 
about devising ways and means for et- 
hical manufacturing indus- 
there is a will there is a 
way, and if unity of action and har- 
monious counsel prevail the humblest 
beginning that you may make will, in 
n few ycar<, Ik- productive of great re- 
sults. If assured of the hearty eo-oji- 
eration and jtutronagc of the tanning 
«"oinmunrty, manufacturers can lie in- 
duced to iuve«t capital and establish 
manufactories of various kinds, w here, 
under such circumstances as prevjous- 
ly existed in the farming community, 
from lack of organization, it would 
have bam ini|>ossible. Therefore, we 
say. to f<KKl-produccrs. it will pay you 
to offer in your organized or individu- 
al ca|iacity, the use of your surplus cash 
capita' to the manufacturers at a com- 
paratively low rate of interest, to ena- 
ble him to briiifr his employees to your 
very door, and thus create a demand, 
'iot only for your staple crops, your 
corn ami lugs, but for your pmUmMc 
horticultural products and vegetables 
as well. Therefore, we say most em- 
phatically, begin i at once to adopt the

thev mav Ik' verbal. Fvcry citizen of, 
this proud com meat wealth should Ik- 
allowed to pay for the use of any and i 
all eonmodUtea, money included, 
whatever it is worJh to him. You | 
ban vour money just as I have mj 
horse, beaae or farm. Money is like 
all other articles of commerce, gov- 
erned by the law of supply and de- 
mand. There have U'cn periedi in 
the past twelve years here that it could 
not be loaned at any price, but at this 
time the supply is so ataiM that it 
cannot even be had at McH, nBBBBI 
conventional rates, and men are actu- 1 
ally ollering more than 10 jier cent., 
and in the next breath, cry out against 
the law, and say it must be repealed. 
IJorrowers paid more interest under | 
the old law than they do under the 
present, for under that law whenever 
money became scarce it varied from in 
to 13 ]>er cent., and it was paid in ad- 
vance, and a note was taken drawing 
twelve months for the principal. At tin 
end of that time the lender would eor.ie 
on and remind him that he was to pay 
10 per cent, aa that last money, and 
he must pay him another year's inter, 
est, ami he would taken new note for 
another year. So it was eomp uindcd 
every year. I'nder the present sys- 
tem I give my note, bearing 10 jkt 
cent. There is no dodging to do, and 
as it is secure, my creditor beatg full 
headed, gives me all the time I need 
at simple intere-t. If I BBOeet to pay 
any reasonable jier cent, for monev 
rather than have my property sold for 
one-half, or, as is often the case, one- 
fourth of its real value, I ought in 
candor, w ithout a doubt, 1k> allowed to 
do so under the sanction of the law. 
Low rates of interest have a tendency 
to demoralize the money market, drive 
conscientious men out of the Meld, 
w hich liimini-hcs the competition, and 

offer a premium to note-shavers, i - 

eyed corporations, and all kind of mon- 
ey sharks and sharpers to fleece the 
people at their will. They also favor 
banking monopolies, whose terms of 
loaning money deal not suit a farmer 
or anybody else, their rates lx-ing from 
one to two per cent, a month, and 
r.inety days is the extreme limit of 
time. At Aa end of that time you 
you must pay up or go to protest, or 
in some extreme cases, if your pa per 
is gilt-edged, they will, by your giving 
a new note, give what they call an ex- 
tensi hi for ninety days more at these 
ratal, and these are the best any bank 
gives, and you would at the end of the 
year bate paid from 20 to 90 jkt cent., 
it lK-ing compounded every ninety days; 
nor w ill they take any collaterals as any 
individual money lender will do. 

And hist, but not least, these bank- 
are all Federal em porat ions, created by 
the powers that lie at Washington to 
oppress the masses and to make the 
luckv few — who, in the Baal grab 
game which has Ikh-ii going on for 
some time in the capital, have by their 
teats of legerdemain got rich — "richer" 
and the pKir pKircr. All of their 
grants and privileges are derived from 
tin- Federal government, and tire out 
of the reach of State legislation. 
These institutions, in the absence of 
any competition, would certainly be* 
I'ome grinding niono|Ki|i< s of the worst 
character, when wc remember that nine 

dollars oat of every tea bar ro aid in 

the State must come from these shav- 
ing shops.
